way through Communist lines.

Harris poll says Americans 
oppose Viet aid two-to-one 


NEW YORK (U PI) — Americans 
oppose the resumption of military aid to 
South Vietnam and Cambodia by a 2-to-l 
margin, even if U.S. aid would avoid a 
bloodbath, according to a Harris poll. 


The poll, released Thursday, was 
conducted April 1-4. It found that 57 per 
cent of the 
Americans questioned 
disagree with President Ford and Gen. 
Frederick Weyand, Army chief of staff, 
that more U.S. military aid could save 
Saigon. 


Twenty-nine 
per 
cent 
said 
they 
favored continuation of military aid to 
both countries, and 14 per cent were 
undecided. 


The poll indicated little change in 
American attitude on the subject of 
militai7 aid since the latest Communist 
offensives began three weeks ago.

House OKs 
funding bill 
for shuttle

Following a similar action of the 
Senate Budget Committee Wednesday, 
the House of Representatives passed a 
$1.2 billion budget authorization bill for 
the Space Shuttle project for next fiscal 
year. 
As in the Senate action, no cuts were 
made 
in 
the 
shuttle 
development 
funding, requested by the National 
Aeronautics and Space Administration. 
Congressman Robert J. Lagomarsino 
voted with the majority in the 318-72 
House tally. 
But the project’s annual summer 
funding battle is far from over. After 
Congress hammers out the budget 
authorization bills it is now working on, 
it will consider budget appropriations 
bills 
The authorization bills set an 
upper limit on how much can be spent on 
a particular program. The following 
appropriation bills say exactly how 
much will be spent. The fiscal 1975-76 
request for Space Shuttle development 
is 51 per cent higher than last year's 
request 
The Senate version of the shuttle 
authorization is expected to come to the 
Senate floor around the first of May The 
final shuttle appropriations bills must 
rerun the same Congressional gauntlet. 
These are expected to clear the House in 
early June and the Senate in early July. 
If there are then differences between 
the House and the Senate version of how 
much the rocket-plane project will get. 
House and Senate leaders will meet and 
compromise. 
The authorization bill also includes $47 
million for construction at the John F. 
Kennedy Space Center in Florida and at 
Palmdale, California, where the shuttle 
is to be flight tested.

Cyclists learn the hard way that 
motor vehicle laws mean them too

Janyce Gautreaux didn’t give much 
thought to bicycle riding laws until her 
two sons collected a total of four 
citations and were faced with fines 
totaling $60. 
That made her mad. 
The fines were eventually rescinded, 
but Mrs. Gautreaux, of 316 Barrington 
PL, is still mad. She has no bones to pick 
with the officer who gave Todd, 12, and 
Mike, 15, tickets for failure to heed a 
boulevard stop sign and for riding on the 
wrong side of the street. But she’s 
critical of the education she says her 
sons haven’t had the benefit of. “ Why 
my 12-year-old didn’t even know how to 
signal properly,” she said today, “ and 
my 
15-year-old 
has 
been 
out 
of 
elementary school for four years. ” 
A check with Agent Bud Trimble who 
serves as youths services officer for the 
City of Lompoc, revealed that bicycle 
safety and laws governing bicycle 
riding, are regular presentations at the 
elementary level, but there r only a 
little instruction beyond those grades. 
Mrs. Gautreaux believes there should 
be bicycle instruction at the junior and 
senior high school levels and a more 
formal licensing procedure. “ When I 
renew my driver’s license,” she said 
today, “ I have to go over the laws 
governing driving cars. ’ 
It comes as a shock to many bicyclists 
to learn that they are bound by the same 
identical laws that govern motorists and 
more. One adult learned to his dismay 
recently that he could and was arrested 


for drunk driving while riding his 
bicycle. And the bail schedule is the 
same as though he had been driving a 
car. 
In addition to motor vehicle laws, a 
bicyclist must observe such extra rules 
as the requirement to walk a bicycle 
along a crosswalk instead of riding it; 
and there are some new requirements 
on reflectors. 
What is not generally understood by 
the public, however, is that a juvenile 
who is cited for some infraction, can get 
off with no fine or he or she can pay as 
much as $50 for each case 
Mrs. 
Gautreaux learned all this the hard way. 
However, 
Ed 
Lewis, 
supervising 
probation officer in Lompoc said, “ We 
try to adopt a posture of education and 
prevention to protect the bike rider,” he 
said last week. 


The whole subject of bicycle licensing 
was clouded today. A spokesman for the 
Motor Vehicle Department said a plan 
some months ago to have the DMV take 
over the licensing has been shelved The

Hunt will serve the remainder of his 2 4 to 8-year sentence He served 11 months 
of it before being released in Jaunary, 1974, pending disposition of his appeal The 
U.S. Court of Appeals refused Feb 25 to permit him to withdraw his plea of guilty at 
the original Watergate trial in January, 1973 


Wearing a tan suit, white button-down shirt and a wine tie, and tamping his pipe as 
he spoke, Hunt told reporters his financial straits and the failure of other Watergate 
burglars’ appeals kept him from taking his case to the Supreme Court

Full cooperation of the Sheriff’s Department has been promised 
the County Civil Service Commission in the up-coming full scale 
hearing granted 
Mrs 
Barbara 
Wagner, former sheriff’s 
corrections officer who says she was “pressured’’ into resigning 
her job after reporting the “beating’’ of a prisoner. 
Sheriff's Inspector Fritz Patterson has promised to provide the 
commission with the district attorney’s report covering its 
investigation of the case, and the “ internal affairs report“ of the 
Sheriff s Department, representing the department’s probe into 
allegations made by Mrs. Wagner. 
Inspector Patterson emphasized, however, to Commission 
Chairman Arden Jensen, of Solvang, that the “ internal affairs 
report“ was limited to commission scrutiny and was not to be 
made available to Mrs. Wagner or her counsel. 
The commission on April 8 ordered a full hearing after hearing 
preliminary evidence from Mrs. Wagner and Insp Patterson 
Other witnesses and documents will be made available at the 
hearing slated for the week of May 5, when a hearing officer will 
be named to sit with the commission. 
Mrs Wagner said she left her position at the county detention 
facility in Goleta Valley last August after getting in trouble with 
her superiors by reporting an alleged beating of a prisoner by 
several deputies at the county jail. She said she went to the 
district attorney’s office with her story after she felt the Sheriff’s 
Department wouldn't take action against the officers responsible 
Sheriff’s officers are vigorously disputing Mrs. Wagner’s 
allegations. They claim she was never threatened with dismissal 
or having to take a lie detector test, as she claimed Also, they are 
disputing her contention that deputies unnecessarily manhandled 
a prisoner March 10,1974, as claimed They said it was a m atter of 
exerting only necessary force on a «nihiArt The name of the 


person allegedly manhandled was not revealed, but it was 
testified he had been brought in for disturbing the peace 
Insp. 
Patterson 
indicated 
the 
“ totally 
independent 
investigation" of the district attorney's office would back up the 
Sheriff's Department, when aired by the commission 
Sheriff’s Sgt. Fred Dickey carried out an investigation of the 
alleged beating, Insp Patterson said, on orders of Insp. Joseph 
Rodriguez, to whom Mrs. Wagner had gone with her report. 
Mrs. Wagner told the commission that Sgt Dickey accused her 
of interfering with the investigation of the alleged 
beating 
incident and said he would “take my badge and walk me out the 
door’’ if she discussed it further. 
She said she found out the name of the subject with whom the 
deputies were tussling with by “pulling a file.’’ She claimed that 
was her privilege. Sheriff’s officers say she was told to “ stay out 
of the files.” 
She named five officers as participating in the incident she 
complained about, declaring as she watched from the female 
control room “ they had the subject in the receiving area face 
down on the floor." 
She said while one officer was “on his back pulling his arm 
back,” another officer was “beating him ” 
Mrs Wagner, who joined the department March 25, 1971, said 
she felt the force used wasn't necessary, adding “then they picked 
him up and stood him up against the counter., he was coughing, 
seemingly unable to stand, and almost unconscious ” An officer 
“yelled at him to respond, and they put a towel on the counter and 
laid his head on i t ... but he didn’t respond ’’

Right to strike, binding 
arbitration cut from bill

Controversial right to strike 
and binding arbitration provi­ 
sions have been removed from 
the legislature s major collec­ 
tive bargaining bill for public 
employes. 
Sen 
Ralph C. Dills, D- 
Gardena. made the drastic 
changes in his bill Thursday in 
a move to improve its chances 
of enactment. Prior to the 
action, the measure appeared 
doomed in Dills' Governmental 
Organization 
Committee, 
which held lengthy hearings on 
it. 
What is left is a basic 
authorization for California's 
1.5 million state and local 
government workers to organ­ 
ize and bargain collectively 
with elected officials But there 
no longer is any stated method 
of resolving deadlocked dis­ 
putes 
An opponent, Senate Republi­ 
can leader George Deukmejian 
of 
Long 
Beach, 
said 
the 
amendments “ serve only to 


replace a quick-burning fuse 
with a thinly-veiled time bomb. 
“They merely facilitate the 
establishment of a legal beach­ 
head from which the ambitious 
employe organizers can sys­ 
tematically go hunting for 
millions of dollars in compulso­ 
ry dues and unprecedented 
political power in the state," 
the lawmaker said in a news 
release 
Covered under the legislation 
are teachers, state college and 
university professors, police 
and firemen, and employes of 
state, city and county agencies 
as well as all workers in special 
government districts, ezcept 
transit 
districts. 
Federal 
workers are not included. 
A vote was scheduled next 
Tuesday on the watered-down 
proposal in the Governmental 
Organization Committee 
Reaction from one of the 
bill's 
prime 
sponsors, 
the 
California State Employes As­ 
sociation, initially was favora­ 
ble

The right to strike and a 
related 
provision 
imposing 
binding arbitration in some 
instances attracted a solid 
front of opposition from cities, 
counties and school boards 
They argued the two sections 
would mean huge tax increases 
and erosion of the authority of 
elected public officials. 
Currently, 
California 
law 
neither 
permits 
nor 
bans 
strikes by public employes, and 
courts generally have ruled 
such strikes unlawful. 
As amended, here is what the 
Dills' measure would do: 


—Establish a stale Public 
Employment Relations Board 
to 
oversee 
labor 
relations 
between government agencies 
and their workers. The board 
would categorize employes into 
units by job classification, such 
as a clerical workers’ unit and 
a peace officers' unit. 
—Permit each unit of work­ 
ers to organize, if they wish, 
and select a union to represent 
them 
Once organized, me- 
ployes could bargain for a 
contract with their government 
employer, a right they do not 
have now 
—Provide for the new board 
to appoint a mediator in labor 
disputes But no binding settle­ 
ment could be imposed, except 
in grievance matters. 
—Allow both parties to agree 
on agency shop requirements 
for 
union 
membership, 
meaning employes would have 
to pay union dues but not 
actually join An employe could 
not quit the union during the 
duration of a labor contract.

Tight new restrictions on coast 
oil drilling get Assembly nod 


SACRAMENTO (UPIi - Legislation placing 
light new restrictions on expanded oil drilling 
off the California coast, in both state and 
federal waters, has passed the Assembly. 
The bill (AB190) by Assemblyman Terry 
Goggin, D-San Bernardino, was sent to the 
Senate Thursday on a 53-11 vote. 
The measure would prohibit the construction 
of oil or gas pipelines from an offshore drilling 
operation which cross state-owned tidelands 
until December 1977 or until the California 
Coastal 
Zone 
Conservation 
Commission’s 
coastal management plan is implemented by 
the legislature. 
The commission is presently studying the 
impact of offshore oil and gas activities on 
onshore lands. 


Under the bill, violators would face civil fines 
of $100,000. 
On federal projects, over which the state has 
no direct control, it would require permits for 
the construction of shoreside support projects, 
such as oil terminals, pipelines and refineries. 
The state Energy Commission, which was 
created under landmark legislation last year to 
help California meet the energy crisis, could 
issue permits only if it determines “that an 
energy shortage is imminent and that no 
reasonable alternative exists to avert the 
energy shortage.” 
Goggin said earlier the legislation was aimed 
at countering federal plans for opening up 10 
million acres of coastal waters for new oil 
drilling. 


B-l soars faster than sound, 
refuels in sixth test flight 


EDWARDS 
AFB, 
Calif 
(UPI) — The prototype of the 
Bl, The Air Force’s hope for a 
manned bomber of the 1960s, 
passed milestone tests on its 
sixth flight Thursday—for the 
first time breaking the sound 
barrier and refueling in flight. 
The 
swing-wing 
bomber 
swept to mach 1.05, approxi­ 
mately 672 miles an hour, at an 
altitude of 29,000 feet above the 
Pacific Ocean during a flight of 
6 hours and 23 minutes. 


For the first time the test 
flight was held in the Pacific 
Test Range, air space usually 
restricted to ICBM firings. The 
missile test range will be used 
for Bl flights, the Air Force 
said, “ because of the relatively 
sta b le 
atm o sp h e ric 
conditions, 
unrestricted 
airspace and sophisticated 
instrumentation available.” 
After takeoff from Edwards 
Air Force Base the Bl climbed 
to 20,000 feet, rendezvoused

United Press International 
Governor Brown’s plan to 
restore peace to fields of 
California agriculture after a 
decade of farm labor strife 
came under attack today from 
Cesar Chavez’ union. 
Jerry Cohen, an attorney for 
Chavez’ United Farm Workers, 
deplored the legislation as a 
“ deceptive” 
proposal 
that 
would “ strip the farmworkers 
of their economic power.” 
“ It’s our lives that are on the 
line. It’s the life of our union at 
stake,” he added. 
Brown unveiled his long- 
promised farm labor relations 
bill Thursday, calling it “ a 
reasonable and rational solu­ 
tion...to bring fair play to the 
fields of California “ 
The governor said his propos­ 
al would provide secret ballot 
elections, 
abolish 
existing 
union-grower 
contracts 
and 
restrict the use of secondary 
boycotts. 
The legislation would allow 
strikes at harvest time but also 
allow growers to hire nonunion 
workers 
to 
substitute 
for 
s t r i k e r s . 
So -calle d 
“ recognitional strikes,” sought 
by Chavez as an alternative to 
secret elections, also would be 
banned. 
Cohen said the measure was 
“ deceptive” because it did not 
specifically toss out existing 
contracts, but did so “only by 
implication.” 
Unless 
spelled 
out com­ 
pletely, he said, “ the courts of 
this state are going to read the 
bill in such a way to sanctify 
the present sweetheart con­ 
tracts that the Teamsters hold 
with the lettuce industry, Gallo 
wine and 
the table grape 
industry ” 
Major grower organizations 
and the Teamsters withheld 
comment pending study of the 
Brown proposal. 
“This is an area that is 
surrounded 
and 
permeated 
with very deep feeling,” said 
Brown, who had warned many 
times his bill would not satisfy 
everybody. 
But he added, “ The people 
are sick and tired of inaction in 
this area, and it is time to act 
and to act decisively and fairly. 
That’s what we have done. This 
is a bill that attempts to give 
the farm workers self determi­ 
nation through secret ballot 
elections.” 
Cohen criticized the bill’s 
restrictions on the use of 
secondary boycotts—a prime 
weapon of Chavez’ union. 


“The tool which let us win 
the first table grape contract is 
taken away from us,” he said 
“ The hearts and the minds of 
the growers will not be changed 
by an election.” 
The UFW attorney also said 
the measure’s provisions for 
individual craft units—instead 
of a single farm labor union— 
would mean “ tractor drivers 
will always remain tractor 
drivers and pickers always 
remain pickers.’’ 
“We want a worker who does 
stoop labor to be able to aspire 
to work on top of a machine,” 
Cohen said 
Under the Brown bill, con­ 
sumer boycotts where citizens 
are asked not to buy certain 
products—such as grapes, let­ 
tuce 
and 
wine—would 
be 
permitted at any time. 
But secondary boycotts in 
which consumers are asked not 
to shop at a certain store would 
be permitted only by a certified 
union and only as a tool against 
growers who had no union 
contracts. Such boycotts would 
be prohibited once a grower 
signed with a union. 
As soon as the bill became 
law. 
Brown 
said, 
existing 
union grower contracts would 
be invalidated and a new 
system of certifying unions to 
represent workers would be 
installed. 
The 
T e a m s te r s 
have 
deplored this type of provision 
in the past, saying it would give 
Chavez another shot at con­ 
tracts he already has lost in the 
fields. 
Brown said “ any union worth 
its salt ought to get 50 per cent 
of the vote” — and not rely on 
previous contracts.

For many years the services of CHS, 
C alifornia's 
largest 
non-profit, 
voluntarily supported, child welfare 
agency, 
were 
limited 
to 
adoption 
services. This is no longer the case. 


Though Lompoc doesn’t have a CHS 
office, many residents take advantage 
of CHS services. For Lompoc, services 
include adoptive services, counseling 
for unwed mothers and programs on 
unwed motherhood and child rearing 
and discipline. The man responsible for 
Lompoc 
services 
is 
Ed Patterson, 
director of the Santa Maria CHS office. 


“In counseling unwed mothers,” says 
Patterson, “we are no longer talking 
only about adoption.” 


With the mother, Patterson explores 
the possibilities of abortion, marriage, 
single parenthood and adoption. Each 
client receives individual assistance in 
making the best possible decision for 
both parents and child. 


Between four and five Lompoc girls 
have come to Patterson for counseling 
in the last six months. Since the opening 
of the Santa Maria office one and a half 
years ago, they’ve had four or five 
“heavy” cases, he said. 
Another service available to Lompoc 
girls is the Santa Barbara home for 
unwed mothers. The suburban, family 
home is licensed and subsidized to 
accommodate four girls at a time. Girls 
staying in the home receive education as 
to labor and delivery through the 
hospital and weekly counseling from a 
Santa Barbara social worker. 
Its 11 years of operation, the home 
has helped 47 girls from the Santa 
Maria-Lompoc-Vandenberg 
area—18 
from the Lompoc-Vandenberg area. 
However, there have been several girls 
helped by CHS while staying in their own 
homes, according to the Santa Barbara 
CHS office. 
CHS offers a variety of educational 
programs. Patterson is often involved in 
showing educational films to schools and 
the Lompoc minor parents’ program. He 
will be speaking on child rearing and 
discipline at an April 23 meeting of the 
Lompoc Mental Health Association. His 
experience has been in parent-child 
counseling for six to eight years. 
Though ..CHS 
offers 
parent-child 
counseling in Santa Maria, that service 
has not been extended to Lompoc due to 
lack of funds, says Patterson. Other 
Santa Maria programs not available in 
Lompoc are teacher workshops and 
parent workshops, to aid adults in 
dealing with problem children. 
“We 
need another 
person,” 
said 
Patterson, who at present is the only 
caseworker in the Santa Maria office. 
“We’d like to expand to Lompoc, if only 
we could get the funding. ” 
A sizeable grant from the United Way 
enabled CHS to open the Santa Maria 
office, according to Patterson who feels 
a similar grant would be needed to 
provide additional services in Lompoc. 
CHS is still actively involved in 
providing homes for children. Five 
Lompoc couples are presently availing 
themselves of this service. 
While 
normal 
Anglo 
infants 
and 
children up to seven years old are 
relatively easy to place, according to 
Patterson, they’ve had trouble placing 
mixed or minority infants, children 
between the ages of nine and 13 and 
problem or handicapped children. 
The more flexible the couple looking 
for a child, the sooner they will have a 
child, he said. The last four couples he 
helped had a child six to 12 months after 
inquiring into adoption, said Patterson.

Nichols, not Nicklaus, leads 1st round 


AUGUSTA, Ga. (U P I) - The way 
Jack Nicklaus is playing this Masters, 
you get the feeling he’s merely biding 
his time. 
Lee Elder monopolized the limelight 
by becoming the first black to play in 
this tournament and Bobby Nichols 
quietly grabbed the first-round lead by 
shooting a 67 in Thursday ’s rain. 
But the man everybody had better 
start watching is Nicklaus. 
Favored to win the Masters for an 
unprecedented fifth time, Nicklaus is 
just one stroke back and the way he 
played the opening round he created the 
feeling he was just coasting. 
“ Any time you have 36 putts and shoot 
a 68 on Augusta National, that’s a good 
round of golf,” said Nicklaus. “ I played 
more conservatively than I had planned. 
I didn’t have that many opportunities to 
get birdies. I played cautiously because 
it was so wet out there.” 
Nichols went into today’s second 
round with a one-stroke margin over 
both Nicklaus and surprising Allen 
Miller. Arnold Palmer, the Masters 
other four-time champ was another 


stroke back along with J. C. Snead and 
Tom Weiskopf. 
That’s pretty fast company. Nicklaus 
was a winner his two previous outings 
(Doral and Heritage); Snead is this 
year’s San Diego champ; and Weiskopf, 
second three times in the past six 
Masters, won last week at Greensboro. 
Nichols, who will be 39 next Monday, 
has won only one major title in 16 years 
on the tour, the 1964 PGA, and admits he 
started “ playing it safe” Thursday when 
he found himself at 5 under par after 15 
holes. 
“ All pros are like that,” insisted the 
man J. C. Snead beat in a playoff at San 
Diego. “ They get four or five under and 
they like to play it safe.... There are 18 
bogey holes out there. You have to 
respect the course to play well. ” 
Elder is seven strokes back after 
shooting a first-round 74, but doesn’t 
seem to mind. 
“ That’s super for me,” he said. “ I 
didn’t feel I played badly. I tried to 
attack the golf course, but it fought 
back. Anytime you bogey two par-5s you 
feel you might have birdied, it takes a 


lot of the fight out of you.” 
The 45-year-old Palmer was only a 
stroke back until he had an approach 
shot bounce back into a bunker on the 
last hole and after finishing, he sounded 
as if he’d done a lot worse than he did. 
“ Oh, I’m not knocking it,” said 
Palmer. “ It’s just that getting a bogey 
on the final hole certainly didn’t help the 
day.” 
Billy Casper, the 1970 Masters champ, 
is three strokes back along with Tom 
Watson and Bob Murphy. And the seven- 
man group at 1-under 71 —16 of the 76 
starters 
broke 
par 
the 
first day 
—includes Lee Trevino and wondrous 
Sam Snead, the three-time Masters 
winner who will be 63 years old next 
month. 
Thursday’s weather was wet and 
foggy but the golfers didn’t complain. 
The rain slowed down the usually fast 
greens so that the overall scores were 
lower than in the past. 
The field will be cut to the low 44 
scorers at the end of today’s round and if 
there is a repetition of Thursday’s affair 
it would take a 4-over-par 148 to qualify 


for the final two rounds. 


That means Elder and Johnny Miller 
are border-liners “ If I have another 75, 
I guess I ’ll be heading for California,” 
said Miller.

For several years now, the 
energy 
giants 
in 
oil 
and 
utilities have been buying or 
leasing 
tracts 
of 
land 
c o n t a i n i n g 
p o t e n t i a l 
geothermal resources. They 
want to harness the natural 
energy of the earth’s steam to 
produce power for sale. 
On the face of it, their 
purchases and leases show 
good business sense. After all, 
oil is becoming increasingly 
expensive and could run out at 
any time, depending on the 
political picture around the 
world, so the development of 
other, 
cheaper 
sources of 
power seems logical and good 
for the power companies and 
for the populace at large. 
Well, it seems that more 
than 
a few of our 
state 
legislators have become just a 
little 
paranoid, 
and 
are 
tending 
to 
watch 
their 
collective backs a little more 
than 
in 
p a s t 
y e a r s . 
Particularly 
when 
dealing 
with the business interests 
named above. 
Whyfore this assertion? 
Apparently as a result of a 
fear 
among 
government 
leaders that the energy giants 
will monopolize geothermal 
resources and then fail to 
develop them, a bill is making 
its way through Sacramento 
right now which is designed to 
p r e v e n t 
j u s t 
that 
circumstance. Supported by 
both Senate and Assembly 
leaders, the legislation would 
give the new state Energy 
Resource and Development 


Commission the power to tell 
owners of geothermal land, 
“Either develop the resource 
or 
divest 
yourself of 
the 
land!’’ 
Deadlines for such 
development 
can 
also 
be 
e s t a b l i s h e d 
by 
the 
Commission.. 
According to one of the 
bill’s authors, Assemblyman 
Lawrence 
Kapiloff of San 
Diego, geothermal power is 
nearly pollution free, and is 
much cheaper to produce than 
other forms of energy such as 
nuclear power or oil. He has 
also 
suggested 
that 
the 
owners of the geothermally 
productive land seem to be 
dragging their feet in the 
development of that power. 
Thus the proposed legislation. 
Another of the bill’s authors, 
Assemblyman Terry Goggins 
of San Bernardino spoke much 
more bluntly of his concern. 
He says that for their own 
selfish reasons, oil and utility 
companies 
are 
slowing 
development of the resource 
they control. “I don’t think 
this legislature is going to let 
the oil companies shut down a 
resource of energy so they can 
charge outrageous prices for 
oil,” he said. 
We cannot know of the true 
intentions of the oil and utility 
companies. We can, however, 
applaud our legislators for 
uncharacteristically 
seeing 
the 
potential 
problems 
surrounding this situation and 
moving to prevent even the 
possibility of their eventually 
coming to pass.

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - One of 
the 
reasons 
South 
Vietnam 
is 
disintegrating this spring is that it 
counts fewer friends in the world than 
does its enemy 
Some governments 
continue to support 
the 
republic, 
half 
heartedly, 
the 
U.S. 
being the best illus­ 
tration But common 
folk everywhere hold 
the southern Viets in 
something less than 
warm embrace. It is 
not 
inaccurate 
to 
generalize 
that 
the 
image of our allies is 
mean. 
The explanation contains high irony. 
Largely because of its connection with 
America, the South Vietnamese have in 
the past few decades had to conduct 
their affairs openly, and their sins have 
been exposed for all to see Assumedly, 
the other side has many sins, more 
perhaps, but one of the political benefits 
of totalitarian rule is that the world 
knows of it mostly what the totalists 
wish it to know The South, then, is hated 
primarily because it is more free than' 
the North. 
It is undeniable that many in the South 
deserve the disgust they receive. And it 
does little emotional good to try to gloss 
over the news of corruption, or the 
photos of ARVN soldiers shooting their 
own people, with pious explanations of 


democratic spectrums. 
But fairness 
im plores 
that 
p ersp ectives 
be 
maintained concerning the population as 
a whole. Even now, while cowardly 
leaders run from the fight, and lesser 
officials shame themselves with self 
interest, we should not continue to judge 
everybody there by the minority of oafs 
in their midst. 
As an example of the worthiness of the 
whole, I recall some enlightening hours 
spent with a Vietnamese family near 
Hue at the turn of the decade. Name of 
Minh Father, mother, grandmother, 15 
children, 
and 
five cats. 
Wonderful 
group, the kind rarely trumpeted to the 
newsreading world. They lived on a 
farm inside a flat of white sand near the 
South China Sea. 


I met the Minhs by fortunate accident, 
while 
hitch-hiking north 
from 
Hue 
towards Phu Bai. I was having no luck 
with my thumb. U.S. jeeps passed me 
by, Vietnamese military trucks blew me 
down without a smile. But just before 
dark, the Minh family came along. They 
were 
in 
an 
ancient 
French-built 
compact. I climbed in between a solem 
teen-age boy and a toothless grandma. 
Conversation was difficult, in broken 
English and French, but deductions 
were somewhat easier The father wore 
fatigue pants and one of his arms was 
missing; likely he was a former solider. 
The mother had a balloon in her lap that 
was unmistakable. “Babee,” she said, 
pointing, “babee ” The grandmother’s 


cats, all snoozing behind the back seat, 
were scrawny, probably reclaimed from 
orphanage. As for the boy, he was 
troubled; he picked quietly away at a 
guitar propped on his knee. 
I stayed overnight with the Minhs. 
They insisted. We ate 
a fine meal, 
accompanied by meditation and the 
distant 
thump of 
artillery 
rounds. 
Afterwards we sat outside, for a long 
time, listening to the boy play his guitar 
The family mood now matched that of 
the boy. Something was wrong. We had 
watermelon just before midnight and 
then went to bed 
Next morning Minh drove me into Phu 
Bai. 
He 
chatted 
nonstop 
about 
pleasantries 
until 
just 
before 
I 
disembarked. Then for the first time he 
mentioned the war. He said his son had 
just been drafted, that his family was 
distraught, that he was grateful to me 
for in effect helping them through the 
night. He waved his one good arm as he 
drove away. 


I recount this story now not for 
anything 
extraordinary 
in 
it. 
But 
because, as Vietnam apparently edges 
toward military and social defeat, it 
needs to be said the loss will be that of 
the decent as well as the damned Yet as 
a fine people suffer from new and 
m erciless 
aggression, 
one 
looks 
fruitlessly about for a sign of world 
protest. The terrible end truth for the 
South Vietnamese is that nobody thinks 
they are worth saving.

Letter to the Editor: 
The propaganda campaign conducted 
by the medical profession and insurance 
industry in recent months has prompted 
me to write this letter. I specialize in 
handling medical malpractice cases. It 
is the practice of attorneys to obtain 
copies of all the medical records for 
review by physicians at their expense 
All claims are thoroughly investigated 
before any lawsuit is filed. Once a case 
is accepted, the client has the choice to 
compensate the attorney on an hourly 
rate or on a contingency fee basis. 
Without exception, clients prefer the 
contingency fee contract. They realize 
that medical malpractice cases are 
costly and difficult to prove and the 
attorney receives no compensation for 
services rendered if the case is lost. 
Further, the attorney is required to 
advance substantial sums of money to 
prepare the case for trial which most 
clients cannot afford to repay unless the 
case is won. The contingency fee system 
provides the only vehicle whereby an 
injured person without funds to afford 
an attorney can have his day in court.

government 
conducted

extensive investigation several years 
ago under the leadership of Senator 
Ribicoff and concluded that the cause of 
medical malpractice claims is medical 
malpractice. 
Most doctors are conscientious and 
competent practitioners. However, a 
small percentage of the doctors are 
incompetent. They generate most of the 
malpractice claims which increase the 
insurance rates for all doctors. For 
example, some doctors are performing 
neurosurgical and other major surgical 
operations without ever attending a 
residency program. Some doctors own 
their own hospitals and set their own 
standards of practice. Other doctors 
have been sued numerous times without 
restrictions on their practice. I believe 
firm disciplinary action by the medical 
profession and the State Board of 
Medical 
Examiners 
against 
these 
repeated violators would significantly 
reduce insurance premiums. 


A 
complete 
investigation of the 
insurance industry should be demanded 
to find out why competent doctors are 
being 
asked 
to 
pay 
exorbitant 
premiums. As of this date, malpractice 
insurance companies in California have 
refused to disclose financial records 
justifying their rate increases. Reliable 
sources indicate that one California 
insurance company has collected over 
twenty million dollars in malpractice 
insurance premiums in the last two 
years and has only paid approximately 
$250,000 in claims. Yet, this same 
company wants to increase the doctors’ 
premiums more that 300 per cent. 


Reports indicate that this company has 
incurred substantial losses in the stock 
market, which in turn is being passed on 
to the doctors. 
Unlike most states, California does 
not require the insurance companies to 
submit premium rate increases to the 
insurance commissioner for approval 
Laws should be enacted to require 
insurance companies to fully disclose 
financial records before rate increases 
are permitted. 
In 
conclusion, 
our 
Constitutional 
system of trial by jury in malpractice 
cases can be preserved if reforms are 
adopted and abuses corrected.

Consider Portugal 
The communists there 
are playing a game 
both sly and obvious.

and center. The ballot- 
counting will be done 
by Communist agents, 
and what we shall 
probably see is not a 
Communist coup of

Communists. Under the circumstances, 
true

The internal preoccupations of Europe 
have been much written about. But it 
seems incredible that there should be so 
little expressed concern over what is 
happening in Portugal. I have a feeling 1 
know the psychological causes of it 
Many 
Europeans 
are 
indulging 
themselves in a retroactive pout over 
the long dominance of Salazar. 1 can 
hear the boulevardiers of Paris saying 
it: “Why should we concern ourselves 
over the loss of Portuguese freedom? 
They haven’t had any freedom m a 
generation. They don’t know what it’s 
like. If they could live for so long under a 
Fascist, why not let them live for a 
while under the Communists?” 
What’s wrong with that statement is 
several things. 1) It is wrong to seek to 
punish a whole people because they 
were punished before. If a man is 
detected, forgotten at Devil’s Island for 
20 years, it is not appropriate to say: let 
him continue to live there another 
20 years. 2) The difference between life 
under 
Salazar 
and 
life 
under 
a 
Communist dictator is qualitatively 
huge, if you attach any importance at all 
to, say, freedom of religion, freedom of 
emigration, 
freedom 
of 
movement, 
freedom to change one’s job, freedom to 
join a union, freedom to read books of 
one’s choice, freedom to non-political 
justice by the courts 
But most importantly, 3) Salazar was 
an indigenous despot He came to power 
at a moment when Portugal was deep in 
anarchy. He never attempted to export 
his rule: Mozambique and Angola had 
been Portuguese forever, and on the day 
he died, Portugal did not lay claim to an 
inch of territory it hadn't had when 
Salazar came in. 
By contrast, the Communists are 
unabashedly in league with Communists 
the world over, most particularly the 
Soviet Union. Their aim is to neutralize 
NATO, and perhaps by the exercise of 
just a little restraint, overcome that 
lingering fear of Communist rule in 
Italy and France where the huge 
Communist parties are restrained by 
that well-grounded fear that they would 
go too far if in power. 
Where, then, are the brigades? Where 
are the expressions of support for the 
democratic groups in Portugal? Or is it 
assumed that the problem will be left to 
Spain: to send in, at the margin, a 
military 
detachment 
to 
abort 
a 
Communist take-over? How lonely it is, 
nowadays, to be afloat in the world! 
desiring freedom for yourself, and help 
from those who have it.
